Politics hits nadir as 
racism reaches zenith 


Politics is plummeting towards a new nadir of repug- 
nance as G. Harold Carswell edges closer to gaining a seat 
on the United States Supreme Court. 

A man who sits on the bench of the highest court in 
the land is supposed to interpret the Constitution and meas- 
ure justice wisely in order to provide “equal protection of 
the laws” to all citizens of the United States, regardless of 
race. 

Carswell, a nominee from Louisiana, follows defeated 
candidate Clement F. Haynesworth, Jr. of South Carolina as 
President Nixon's choice to fill the court vacancy. It is fairly 
obvious that the President is intent on appointing a judge 
from the South. While we have no objections with placing 
a southerner on the court, we do feel the Haynesworth and 
Carswell nominations are an insult to the South and con- 
cerned citizens everywhere. 

We question whether Carswell has changed apprecia- 
tively since delivering his ‘“‘white supremacy” speech two 
decades ago. There is nothing in the judge's record to indi- 
cate he has changed the racist view he held as a young 
politician 22 years ago 

Also in doubt is Carswell’s participation in a 1956 plan 
to convert a public facility into a private racially-segregated 
club. This incident occurred while Carswell was a U. S. at- 
torney sworn to uphold the Constitution of the United 
States 

We join U. S. Senator Alan Cranston and indict Cars- 
well as being “insensitive to civil rights matters,” and add 
that if Carswell is confirmed, racism in America could well 
escalate to a new zenith

In addition to naming Dr. Ber- 
nard L, Hyink, vice-president of

Walk for development will 
create an awareness of hunger

\ ‘Walk For Development’’, 
sponsored by the American Free- 
dom From Hunger Foundation’s 
Young World Development Pro- 
gram, will take place at 7:0) a.m. 
on Saturday, March 7, 1970, The 
objectives of the 30-mile walk, 
which will begin on the west steps 
of the state capitol and continue 
to Sacramento State College, Del 
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Summer & Fall 
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Paso Heights, and back to the 
capitol, are twofold. They are to 
‘‘create a public awareness and 
sensitivity to hunger problems in 
Sacramento county and the world’, 
and to ‘“‘raise material value to 
help combat these problems.”’ 


Participants will be students 
from all secondary schools and 
colleges in Sacramento county, 
These students will obtain spon- 
sors who will agree to donate any 
amount of money per mile walked, 
Each student will find as many 
sponsors as possible. Students 
will verify their mileage by walk 
ecards which will be stamped at 
each checkpoint along tne route. 


The Sacramento Walk For De- 
velopment Committee has an- 
nounced that the funds which are 
collected will be distributed in the 
following manner: 42.5% will go to 
the Emergency Assistance and Re- 
ferral Agency. These funds will 
be used to support hunger projects 
in Sacramento county which will 
alleviate hunger in the poverty 
areas and for breaking the hunger 
cycle through education. Another 


42.5% of the funds will be sent to 
the Internationa! 'nstitute of Rural 
Reconstruction, [i will be used 


for a pilot project of economic 
development for peasant farmers 
in five villages near Manila, which 
is Sacramento’s sister city, The 
remaining 15% will be sent to the 
American Freedom From Hunger 
Foundation’s national education 
project on hunger, malnutrition, 
poverty, and illiteracy. 


Some members of the Walk 
For Development Advisory Com- 
mittee are United States Congres- 
sman John E. Moss, State Senator 
Albert S, Rodda, and Sacramento 
Mayor Richard H. Marriot. 


A trial walk took place on 
Saturday, February 28, 1970. 27 
members of the walk committee 
tried their ‘‘sole power’’ along 
the 30 mile route, and all but 7 
made it in rainy weather. 


These walks were begun in 
the United States during Septem- 
ber of 1968, and they are pari of 
a worldwide comapign against hun- 
ger. Over 112,000 people have 
walked more than one million miles 
and raised $718,000.

What I! resent is the 
assumption that all riots should be 
attributed to students (student 
radicals). As in the case of Santa 
Barbara it is obvious from the 
arrests made that a great majority 
of the rioters were from out- 
of-town, they were non-residents, 
though some were not. Surely 
this proves that some of us, as 
students, are being used. Riot 
is becoming a popular past time, 
a happening for many, and some 
are taking advantage of this trend. 
Some students — I repeat some — 
don’t even know’ what they’re 
rioting for, all they need is a 
leader, and they’!ll find a cause. 

Believe me, I’m for freedomas 
much as the next person, but letus 
not confuse freedom with the right 
to destroy government property 
(which by the way just happens to 
belong to everyone), let us not 
confuse freedom with maiming or 
killing cops (we put them there and 
we pay them to do their job). If 
the cops don’t belong there, if 
they’re unfit, then it’s our duty to 
get them out by lawful means — 
like voting Misterly out next term. 
Sure, a lot of demonstration must 
occur in order to get what is 
needed -— to correct and ratify 
the laws. But must demonstrations 
mean riots’? Who says that violence 
is needed in order to get attention 
necessary for reform? I! would 
rather demonstrate peacefully the 
rest of my life in order to get 
reform rather than risk riot and 
the loss of a single life over 
some trivial cause like the people’s 
park in Berkeley for instance.

Damn the 
people who go to riots or demon- 
strations just to get inon the action.

I 
am working on a master’s degree 
and she is working both on a 
teaching credential and a master’s 
degree, Neither of us smoke, 
and she is particularly sensitive 
to the fallout from tobacco; after 
one particularly bad incident she 
had to be hospitalized for a short 
time to recover from the effects, 

We have chosen to go to SSC 
for several reasons, even though

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we live in Davis. One of these 
is that the policy, written or other- 
wise, until recently was that there 
was no smoking inthe classrooms, 
If that policy is to be changed, 
either by directive or by practice, 
the practical effect will be to 
eliminate us, or at least one ofus, 
as students at SSC, This will 
have the practical effect of pre- 
venting my wife from following 
her career, for there is no other 
place within reason at which she 
can find the kind of course work 
needed to further her credentia! 
and master’s studies. 

I must admit that I have often 
found the attitude of smokers to- 
ward non-smokers quite thought - 
less. I have had house guests 
who appeared to be insulted when 
asked not to smoke near other 
persons, I find it difficult to 
imagine that anyone feels they have 
a right to pollute the atmosphere 
for others in the vicinity, yet this 
seems to be the attitude of many 
smokers, Under these conditions 
we are quite relieved to find cer- 
tain areas in public and quasi- 
public buildings restricted with 
regard to smoking. 

For us, those who smoke in 
our immediate presence carry @ 
definite threat to our sense of 
well-being and to our health, We 
would not knowingly come into 
the presence of others carrying a 
threat to their health that could be 
communicated to them (measles, 
lice, fleas, ringworm, etc.), We 
ask that the college adopt a policy 
that will allow each, smokers and 
non-smokers, to live in the class-

Freedom of choice 


Editor, the Hornet: 

Assuming that his response to 
the Academic Senate’s proposal 
to discontinue tobacco sales on 
campus was correctly reported 
by the Sacramento Bee, Dr, Butz 
seems to consider that a minor- 
ity objection to the proposal con- 
stitutes a sufficient mandate to 
warrant his abrogation of the 
‘treasured and vital principle of 
freedom of individual choice,” as 
that principle applies to the breath- 
ing of air free of the stench of 
tobacco smoke, The Senate, note, 
did not propose that smokers 
should stop smoking. 

An insensitivity to the comfort 
and well-being of others seems to 
be a necessary attribute of those 
who smoke in public; how many 
have you seen who follow the ad- 
monition of Milton Hildebrand 
(SCIENCE, Dec, 8,1967): ‘‘Smokers 
often ask a stranger, ‘Do you mind 
if I smoke?’ If the stranger does 
not smoke, he probably minds, and 
is then faced with the poor choice 
of being rude or perjuring him- 
self. I suggest that smokers ask 
instead, ‘Do you smoke?’ and re- 
frain if the answer if ‘No.’’ 

As pointed out in Ralph Nader’s 
suit to force the Federal Aviation 
Administration to ban smoking on 
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passenger planes, nonsmokers 
outnumber smokers in the United 
States by at least two to one, 
Nader acknowledge s that in large 
rooms or other places, there 
should be some facility for 
smokers, But Nader says smokers 
do not have the right to make 
‘involuntary smokers’’ of others 
by polluting public quarters with 
tobacco smoke.

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jose another contest until they had 
the title wrapped up. 

Running theix win streak to 12 
the Hornets made believers of 
everyone, including this writer.

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| Jack Heron, a father, a friend and a foe

JACK HERON 
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Through the course of events 
concerning the physical education 
department at Sacramento State 
College one man arises as both the 
recipient of criticism and praise. 
His name is Jack Heron, his 
position is head basketball coach 
, at SSC. 

Claiming Wyom’ng as his home 
state, Heron entered the University 
of Wyoming to play basketball 
under Ev Shelton, renowned bas- 
ketball coach of SSC. Yet in his 
senior year, foliowing the foot- 
steps of his athletic director at 
Wyoming, Dr. McCormick, he 
came to Sac State to finish out 
his playing time on the basketball 
court. Dr. McCormick is also on 
the faculty at SSC at the present 
time. 

Yet Heron left California to take 
a coaching position back in Wyo- 
ming, where he was head mentor 
of a small prep schoo! before re- 
turning to California, this time to 
Slay. 

He started his coaching career 
in California at Ei Dorado High 
Schoo! of Placerville. Showing 
promise as a fine coach he was 
quickly grabbed by La Sierra High 
School of Sacramento, which at the 
time was just opening its doors to 
students. 

Putting in a nine year stint at 
La Sierra, Heron coached three 
consecutive championship teams 
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and guided his team to second twice 
and third once. It was here Heron 
became famous for his zone 
defense. 

Heron com nented that he didn’t 
gv to La Sierra with the thought 
of perfecting a zone defense, but 
it was because of the type of ball- 
players he had to work with. 

Finishing his reign at La Sierra 
six years ago the father of four 
came to Sac State to become as- 
sistant basketball coach under his 
former tutor, Ev Shelton. 

For the next four years he stood 
in the waiting wings watching and 
studying Shelton, Finally two years 
ago Heron inherited the head 
coaching spot. 

After a mediocre season in "69 
Heron faced a talent-latent squad 
as the Hornets opened practice in 
the winter of °69. Yet by the 
time the Hornets faced their first 
competition a black walkout had 
set the fuse to the troubles that 
were to plague the SSC P.E. de- 
partment. 

some of Heron's best pros- 
pects had left the squad and the 
soft-spoken coach was being rid- 
died with accusations of racism, 
criticised as a terrible coach and 
leader of team drinking contests. 

But true to his personality, Her- 
on did not let the avalanche of re- 
marks affect his performance. 
Coolly he pulled his remaining 


players together for a five game 
road trip that was to spell disaster 
for the Hornets. The young Hor- 
nets returned hom _ sporting 
shameful record of 0-5. 

Yet once again Heron was to re- 
main cool. Even with remarks 
that he could not win without the 
blacks ringing in his ear, the cigar 
smoking coach was molding a 
championship team. 

Of course we al! know the story 
of the cinderella Green and Gold. 
This very well could be the end of 
this story but the people around 
him have something to say. 

Harry Bergtholdt, the lanky 
trainer of the Hornets, first met 
Heron after the blacks had walked 
out. Watching Heron, he could see 
signs of disappointment and ap- 
prehensiveness but never did he 
see the situation affect Heron's 
coaching ability. 

Harry watched Heron instill the 
value of working together in the 
inexperienced but eager Hornets. 
This cooperation was to be one of 
the key factors in the Hornet suc- 
cess story. 

According to Bergtholdt, Heron 
seemed to sense trouble before 
they hit their peak. Commenting 
on this aspect of coaching, Heron 
said that it was too bad he did not 
realize the black problem before 
it was too late. 

In parting, Harry said that 
Heron is probably the calmest 
coach he has ever watched on the 
bench. 

Joe Carr, the only black re- 
maining after the walkout re- 
sounded a statement heard in every 
conversation about Heron. Joe 
said, ‘‘He is a gentleman on and 
off the court.”’ 

The Mashy Carr also noted that 
Heron doesn’t lay down a set of 
laws but rather expects the players 
to take the initiative of being 
adults. This respect is another 
aspect clearly seen in the husky 
grey haired instructor. 

Remarks from the P.F. office 
range from ‘‘great” to ‘‘truly a 
fine gentleman.”’ 

Letters from the comunity 
poured in when Heron was under 
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investigation and when the first 
committee recommended _ that 
Heron be removed. 

Referees have continually re- 
marked at what an outstanding job 
he has done, This probably stems 
from the fact that Heron very 
rarely becomes outwardly ‘hot 
under the collar’’ at calls made by 
the men in the black and white. 

In adding the sum of comments 
about Heron we find everything 
from gentleman to racist and just 
about everything in between. 

Yes, Jack Heron is truly a 
father, a friend, and a foe.

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VIOLENCE 
IN AMERICA 


One Companys Position 


SLA VISTA, CALIFORNIA, population 11,250. 

The business district consists of a couple of gas 

stations, a few small shops, some real estate offices — 

and a bank. A large campus of the University of 
California is nearby. All in all, a normal American 
suburban community — perhaps very much like the one you 
live or work in. Normal, that is, until Wednesday, February 25, 
when violence shattered the peaceful calm of Isla Vista. 

At about 8:30 p.m. on the night of February 25, 
rampaging demonstrators — students and non-students — 
protesting the “capitalist establishment” converged on the 
community's small business district. 

Several protesters rolled a gasoline-soaked trash bin 
through a smashed front door in a Bank of America branch 
and set it ablaze. Other students extinguished the fire. But 
just before midnight, with the angry crowd in a frenzy, 
the branch was set ablaze again. While police and fire officials 
were held at bay by a rock-throwing mob, the bank was 
gutted by fire and totally destroyed. A police patrol car was 
overturned and burned. Numerous other fires were started. 
Windows were smashed and life and property threatened. 

These events took place in a community called 
Isla Vista. They could have happened in your community. 
They can happen anywhere and with even more 
disastrous results. 

Why did the eruption in Isla Vista take place? 

Participants in the violence say it was a protest 
against the “capitalist establishment,” “the war in Vietnam,” 
“the Chicago trial,” “student repression,” “police brutality,” 
and a list of othe grievances against America in 1970. 
Some of these grievances are real, some are fanciful and 
others are false. But all deserve to be aired. To the degree 
that they are not aired, are not taken seriously, Americans 
break faith with their young. 

But all Americans, young and old, liberal and 
conservative, lose by violence. Violence and destruction are 
the seeds of anarchy and tyranny—whether it be the tyranny 
of the extreme right or the extreme left. 

We believe the time has come for Americans to unite 
in one cause: a rejection, total and complete, of violence 
as a means of political dissent. 


All of us, young or old, liberal or conservative, 
have for too long been silent on the issue of violence. 

We have been afraid of labels or slogans that would brand 
us as either arch conservatives or traitors to a liberal cause. 
Such sloganeering does all of us a grave injustice. 

Let us, as a nation, find once again our ability to 
distinguish between protest and revolt; between dissent and 
chaos: between demonstration and destruction; between 
non-violence and violence. 

Let us cease to condemn those who disagree with us, 
but let us also be prompt and resolute in putting an end to 
violence in our land. 

To this end we applaud the courageous response 
of many dedicated public officials. They deserve the 
cooperation of all citizens. They will have ours. 

Every American has a right to walk the streets in 
safety. No polemic should be allowed to obscure this right. 
Your wife or husband, son or daughter ought to be safe 
in visiting a supermarket, a filling station or a bank — 
regardless of whether another may choose to reject that 
institution as an onerous symbol. 

It is for these reasons that we plan to re-open our 
Isla Vista branch on Monday, March 9. We realize that there 
is danger in this course of action. But we believe the greater 
danger to ourselves and to all of the people in this nation 
is to be intimidated by mob violence. We refuse to be so 
intimidated. 

Is the branch worth this much? In monetary terms, 
the answer is no. It is not, and never has been particularly 
profitable. But it is there to serve the banking needs of the 
community and we refuse to be driven out of any community 
by a violent few. 

is this a bad business decision? Perhaps in a narrow 
sense it is. But we believe that at some time and in some 
place Americans must decide whether they intend to have 
their decisions, indeed their lives, ruled by a violent minority. 

We are but one bank, but we have decided to take 
our stand in Isla Vista.
